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ESSENTIAL  FOE  DETERRENCE 


Strategic  Air  Command  was  created  with 
the  primary  purpose  — not  of  fighting 
wars  — but  deterring  wars.

The  effectiveness  of  our  strategic  nuclear 
deterrence  posture  is  founded  in  part  upon 
our  weapons,  but  more  importantly  upon  the 
capability  of  the  people  who  operate,  main- 
tain and  guard  these  weapon  systems.  SAC’s 
crucial  mission  is  inseparable  from  the  ded- 
icated men  and  women  who  give  real  mean- 
ing to  our  command’s  motto  . . . “Peace  . . . 
is  our  Profession.  ” 

You  have  heard  it  many  times  before,  but 
the  truth  always  bears  repeating.  Those  se- 
lected for  this  year’s  SAC  Missile  Combat 
Competition  represent  . . . the  best  of  the 
best  . . . and  the  SAC  missile  crew  force  is 
the  best  in  the  world.

Although  our  potential  adversaries  grow 
stronger  with  each  passing  year,  they  will 
never  match  the  dedication,  initiative  and 
the  spirit  of  the  people  in  SAC.  No  other  team 
could  maintain,  at  such  high  alert  rates,  so 
vast  and  complex  a weapon  system  as  our 
Minuteman  and  Titan  force.  Everyone  in- 
volved in  SAC’s  ICBM  operations,  from  the 
launch  crews  and  maintenance  teams  to  the 
security  police,  civil  engineering  and  com- 
munications specialists,  can  take  great  pride 
in  the  knowledge  that  they  are  doing  the 
most  important  job  their  country  could  ask 
of  them  — providing  the  readiness  and  re- 
sponsiveness necessary  for  our  nation’s  se- 
curity. 

As  we  begin  this  year’s  Missile  Combat 
Competition,  let  us  not  forget  that  the  skills, 
knowledge  and  team  work  each  competition 
demonstrates  and  displays  will  send  an  un- 
mistakable message  throughout  the  world: 
the  Strategic  Air  Command  remains  strong, 
ready  and  able  to  meet  any  challenge  in  the 
decade  ahead. 

To  the  teams  and  individuals  representing 
their  wings,  I wish  you  good  luck  and  a spir- 
ited competition. 
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The  390  Strategic  Missile  Wing  was,  until  October  1982,  the  largest 
Titan  II  wing  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force.  With  the  start  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  deactivation  began  at  Davis  Monthan  AFB,  Arizona.  The  first  site 
(Missile  Complex  570-9)  was  deactivated  quickly  because  the  missile  was 
already  off  site  due  to  a service  life  analysis  program/reliability  aging  sur- 
veillance program  (SLAP/RASP)  test.  Missile  Complex  571-6  was  the  next 
deactivated  site.  Its  deactivation  included  another  SLAP/RASP.  The  most 
recently  deactivated  site  was  Missile  Complex  570-7,  with  work  started  on 
the  fifth  missile  complex  5H-5.  The  order  of  deactivation  will  follow  the 
deactivation  plan  unless  a missile  requires  the  downloading  of  propellants 
for  maintenance.  In  this  case,  the  missile  requiring  a propellant  download 
would  be  the  next  deactivated  and  the  wing  schedule  adjusted  accordingly. 
It  is  anticipated  that  a site  will  be  deactivated  every  45  days.  The  first 
operations  squadron  will  be  deactivated  when  only  six  of  the  wing’s  missiles 
remain  on  alert.  The  second  squadron  will  be  deactivated  the  fiscal  quarter 
following  the  planned  deactivation  of  the  wing’s  last  missile  complex.  The 
target  date  for  the  390  SMW  deactivation  is  31  January  1985. 

As  deactivation  progresses,  crew  personnel  will  normally  be  reassigned 
when  their  present  tour  of  duty  is  completed.  In  order  to  prevent  over- 
manning, it  may  be  necessary  to  release  some  crewmembers  prior  to  the 
completion  of  their  tour.  Officers  who  are  identified  for  early  release  will 
be  chosen  by  mission  ready  date  and  unit  commander  recommendation. 
The  enlisted  personnel  will  either  be  reassigned  to  another  Titan  II  base 
or  crosstrained. 

Since  maintenance  personnel  are  required  for  the  majority  of  deacti- 
vation tasks,  their  release  for  reassignment  will  be  slower  than  that  of  the 
operations  personnel.  Many  of  them  will  carry  their  expertise  on  to  other 
Titan  II  bases  in  order  to  help  with  future  deactivations.  Those  that  do 
not  go  to  other  Titan  II  wings  will  crosstrain  to  other  career  fields. 

With  a composite  experience  level  of  maintenance  personnel  being 
greater  than  it  has  been  in  the  last  five  years,  deactivation  should  progress 
smoothly.  Even  though  deactivation  is  at  the  forefront,  maintenance  per- 
sonnel continue  to  support  the  single  integrated  operations  plan  (SIOP) 
with  equal  priority. 

The  disposition  of  the  missiles  and  propellants  is  a new  concern  brought 
on  by  deactivation.  The  propellants  are  downloaded  from  the  missile  into 
holding  trailers  on  site.  Once  in  the  holding  trailers,  they  are  transferred 
to  commercial  trailers  and  transported  to  new  locations  for  use  or  storage 
until  needed.  After  the  propellants  are  downloaded,  the  missile  is  removed 
from  the  launch  duct  in  two  parts.  These  two  stages  are  transported  to 
base,  cleaned,  decontaminated  and  checked  for  leaks  and  mechanical  de- 
fects. They  are  then  repaired  if  necessary  and  new  seals  are  installed.  The 
missile  is  then  shipped  by  rail  car  to  MASDC,  Norton  AFB,  California. 

Along  with  the  increased  workload  for  operations  and  maintenance  goes 
an  increased  workload  for  safety.  Besides  the  normal  inspections,  a pre- 
major maintenance  inspection  must  be  done  before  deactivation  work  can 
start  at  any  site.  With  propellant  transfer  operations  becoming  common- 
place, safety  must  ensure  personnel  are  available  to  man  the  propellant 
transfer  evacuation  safety  team  (Ptest).  In  addition  more  safety  personnel 
are  necessary  to  observe  numerous  on-site  operations. 

Concern  for  safety  goes  beyond  deactivation.  While  the  deactivation  is 
in  progress,  a continuing  mission  to  maintain  the  other  missile  complexes 
in  a launch  ready  configuration.  It  should  be  noted  that  about  two  years 
ago  there  were  some  6000  delayed  discrepancies  awaiting  correction  at 
Davis  Monthan.  At  the  start  of  deactivation  there  were  only  about  1800 
delayed  discrepancies.  The  missile  complexes  not  only  are  safer  and  more 
reliable  but  the  efforts  to  maintain  them  are  now  more  manageable.  Man- 
agers can  better  focus  attention  on  correcting  those  discrepancies  that  re- 
quire priority  attention. 

Overall,  the  deactivation  is  going  well.  With  four  sites  deactivated  and 
a fifth  soon  to  follow,  the  outlook  for  meeting  the  deactivation  target  date 
is  good.  Morale  is  high  and  both  crewmembers  and  maintenance  personnel 
feel  that  they  are  a part  of  a major  and  historic  change  for  the  Air  Force.

Personnel  of  the  351st  SMW,  Whiteman  AFB,  be- 
lieve they  are  “Blanchard  Bound”  in  their  quest  to  con- 
tinue setting  records  in  the  annual  missile  competition. 
After  being  the  first  to  win  the  Blanchard  trophy  three 
and  then  four  times,  the  people  at  Whiteman  are  pulling 
together  for  an  unprecedented  fifth  victory. 

Whiteman  will  send  two  mission  ready  operations 
crews,  a two-person  maintenance  team  from  the  2 1 54th 
Communications  Squadron,  a two-person  team  from 
the  351st  Civil  Engineering  Squadron,  a four-member 
security  police  team  and  a I 1 -person  composite  main- 
tenance team.

Joseph  W.  Wassweiler.  Their  task  will  be  to  trouble- 
shoot, repair,  service  and  perform  in-shop  checkout  of 
a portable  air  conditioning  unit.

Security  police  competition  will  be  in  three  phases.

Phase  II  involves  wearing  the  gas  mask  as  well  as 
jogging  around  a course,  then  firing  the  weapon  im- 
mediately thereafter.  Phase  III  is  a confidence  course 
covering  approximately  2.6  kilometers  and  includes  an 
obstacle  course  with  2 1 obstacles. 

All  of  the  members  will  use  the  M-16  rifle  equipped 
with  blank  adapters  and  the  multiple  integration  laser 
equipment  system  during  the  exercise.  The  MILES 
equipment  allows  monitoring  of  the  rifles  being  fired 
with  blank  ammunition. 

The  five  teams  involved  in  this  year’s  competition 
are  highly  trained  in  their  areas  and  were  chosen 
through  tough,  demanding  tests.  They  are  set  on  mak- 
ing this  another  record-breaking  year  for  Whiteman 
AFB.

Missile  Crew 

The  381  SMW  Crew  R-023:  lLt  Douglas  C.  Col- 
lins, MCCC;  lLt  Dale  A.  Million,  DMCCC;  A1C 
David  J.  Thompson,  MSAT;  and  A1C  Virgil  I. 
Shafer,  MFT,  is  SAC  Missile  Crew  of  the  Month. 
During  a recent  3901  SMES  facility  evaluation,  an 
evaluator  was  walking  behind  the  diesel  when  its 
fuel  line  broke  loose  from  its  mounting  flange.  The 
evaluator  was  directly  in  the  path  of  the  uncon- 
nected line  and  received  a stream  of  the  diesel  fuel 
in  his  eyes.  After  shutting  down  the  diesel  generator, 
the  BMAT  and  MFT  assisted  the  evaluator  to  the 
nearest  emergency  shower  and  eyewash  station 
where  they  completely  flushed  him  for  several  min- 
utes with  clear  water.  While  attending  to  the  NCO, 
the  crew  also  performed  an  emergency  power  trans- 
fer back  to  the  normal  complex  power  source  to 
preclude  the  diesel  from  restarting  and  possibly 
catching  fire.  Due  to  crew  R-023’s  prompt  and  de- 
cisive actions  in  the  face  of  multiple  equipment  mal- 
functions, complicated  by  the  pressure  of  a 
command  evaluation,  a potential  fire  hazard,  and 
uncertainty  of  personnel  injury,  the  evaluator  re- 
covered completely.  Their  complex’s  emergency 
power  source  was  also  brought  back  on  line  in  min- 
imum time  with  negligible  damage  to  complex  equip- 
ment. 

Aircraft  Maintenance 

SSgt  Kelsey  C.  Kirchner,  96  FMS,  Dyess  AFB, 
has  been  selected  as  the  SAC  Maintenance  Air- 
man of  the  Month.  Sgt  Kirchner  demonstrated  ex- 
ceptional technical  ability,  leadership  and  initiative 
in  his  duties  as  an  aircraft  jet  engine  technician. 
Assigned  to  the  96  FMS  in  May  1982  as  the  only 
experienced  B-52H  engine  technician  in  the  pro- 
pulsion branch,  Sgt  Kirchner  faced  the  task  of  train- 
ing 45  other  jet  engine  mechanics  on  newly  assigned 
TF33  engines.

10-12  degree  split  between  the  horizontal  stabilizers. 
After  rejoining  with  another  FB-111  the  crew  dis- 
covered the  right  inboard  pylon  had  rotated  90  de- 
grees counter-clockwise  into  the  fuselage  with  the 
pylon  imbedded  in  the  right  engine  blow-in  door. 
Attempts  to  realign  the  pylon  were  discounted  be- 
cause of  possible  further  engine  or  airframe  damage. 
The  crew  maintained  strict  flight  parameters 
throughout  a controllability  check  with  air  speed, 
angle  of  attack,  and  EPI  readings  relayed  to  the 
command  post  for  future  technical  data  construc- 
tion. Controllability  was  checked  at  various  ap- 
proach speeds  and  flap  settings.  The  optimum 
configuration  was  26  degree  wing-sweep  with  a 25- 
degree  flap  setting.  EPI  split  was  8-10  degrees  at 
altitude  with  the  disparity  decreasing  to  4-5  degrees 
on  final  approach.
